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It was the 8th of March, 1770. | The 
*“Boston Massacre’? was but three days 
old. It was the all-absorbing care of the 
evasive Hutchinson. It was the chief topic 
of the barber’s and tailor’s apprentices. In 
the ‘‘ establishments ’’ of the “‘ genteel ”’ 
quarter, the old North End, where the officers 
of the regiments lodged, it was the staple of 
conversation.

The prize drill will be held in March this 
year, instead of late in May, and the regi- 
mental and battalion commanders will be 
appointed according to the marks received at 
the drill. 

This plan has yet to be approved by the 
school committee, but there is little doubt that 
it will be agreed to. When Colonel Benyon 
was appointed, the officers were chosen either 
by the teachers or by vote of the class. In 
this school the teachers appointed the officers, 
but in other schools they were chosen by their 
classmates. Now, there were great objections 
to either of these methods. The teachers did 
not know howa boy stood in drilling. He 
was appointed for his scholarship and appear. 
ance. The appointments were usually very 
satisfactory, but mistakes were sometimes 
made. The head master of the Latin School 
recognized this and placed the appointing of 
officers in the hands of the drill master. In 
other schools, the officers were sometimes 
elected more on account of popularity than 
ability.

This state of affairs should be 
destroyed, overwhelmed, annihilated. 

There are two methods by which we may 
attain this end. We can appeal to the School 
Board to have the clocks regulated, or we may 
purchase clocks ourselves. To appeal to the 
School Board would be slow, difficult, and un- 
certain. It would be slow, because such mat- 
ters are always conducted with a fitting, 
dignified slowness.
